THE PUBLIC OR A CLASS? 


The U. F. A. party in the legislature 
repre t t exclusively country con- 
{ ‘ 
‘here are five Conservative members 
f the legislature, all representing city 
constituencies 
There are four Labor members, all 


representing city constituencies or indus- 
trial areas, such as Edson. 

There are eleven Liberal members, four 
of whom represent city constituencies and 
seven country constituencies. 

The Liberal party is therefore the 
only party whose members in the legisla- 
ture do not stand as the representatives 
of an occupational class or a geographic 
section of the province. They speak for 
city voters and for country voters. They 
represent men of all occupations, living 
inside cities and living outside cities. 

By the composition of its members in 
the legislature the Liberal party is bound 
to hold the balance even as between town 
and country, class and class, occupation 
and occupation. It is not a party of 
group, clique or section, and cannot be- 
come such. It is under obligations to 
every class and occupation, urban and 
rural, and could not champion the inter- 
ests of one faction as against another 
without suffering loss of support and in- 
vitine its own destruction. 

The U. F. A. members owe nothing to 
city voters. The Conservative members 
owe nothing to country voters. The La- 
bor members owe nothing to voters out- 
side the cities and industrial centres. Lib- 
eral members are answerable alike to 
voters who live in the towns and to 
voters who live on the farms; to voters 
who have invested cap'tal in industries, 
and to voters who live by the wages they 
sarn, 

If the voters of Alberta wish to get 
clear and keep clear of the dangers of 
government by class and section they can 
only do so by electing members of the leg- 
islature who will not stand there as repre- 
sentatives of class ideas and sectional in- 
terests. 

The voters of Edmonton have an op- 
portunity to do this by returning Captain 
Bowen at the pending by-election. He is 
the candidate of the one party in the leg- 
islature that is not by its composition 
pledged to the interests of a particular 
class or the residents of a particular sec- 
tion of the province.

CLEANSING AND ANTISEPTICS 
Among other uses, the skin serves to protect the 
body against the invasion of harmful bacteria. 


Whenever there is a break in the skin, there is a pos- 
sibility of dangerous organisms entering For this 
reason it sometimes happens that a scratch may be 
as dangerous as a deep wound. The amount of 
damage which bacteria may do, once they gain en- 
try, depends largely upon the type of bacteria, the 
number present, and the state of resistance of the 
body. As there is no way of telling just which bac- 
teria or toxic cubstances have entered, I have found 
it better to be on the safe side and try to prevent 
blood poisoning from developing. 

Very likely, the majority of injuries which you 
have received healed readily. In another person, & 
slight wound may be sore for a number of days and 
surrounded by a red region. If the injury was on 
the foot, the whole leg may have become swollen 
and painful, the foot red or blue in color, and the 
patient sick all over. In this type of case the pa- 
tient may be sick for several weeks, or even die from 
the effect of the poison 

It occasionally happens that death results from 
blood po.soning within one or two days in spite of any 
treatment used. You can readily see how important 
it is to make sure that every wound receives a thor- 
ough cleansing to prevent such a serious condition 
from developing Every wound, even with only a 
scratch, should receive prompt treatment It is a 
good’ plan to have some good antiseptic on hand, but 
do not place too much dependence on the antiseptic. 
Cleansing is a great deal more important, especially 
in a deep or jagged wound where the antiseptic may 
not penetrate the entire depth. 

For scratches or shallow wounds, use tincture of 
jodine or mercurochrome, but if the wound is jagged 
or deep it is better to use Dakin’s Solution boric acid 
solution, or plain boled water, keeping the dressing 
moist so that any discharges may e.cape from the 
wound instead of being sealed in. These milder anti- 
septics have been found to be more effective than 
bichlorid of mercury, creosole or carbolic acid which 
were the favorite antiseptics prev.ous to the World 
War. These strong antiseptics may cause a local 
death of the tissue and sealing in of any internal 
poisonings, and there is also a danger that they may 
cause a systemic poisoning. 

In all deep wounds it is advisable to soak the part 
in very hot water if there has not been very much 
bleeding. The hot water causes a good circulation 
of blood, bringing a large supply of phagocytes or 
protective white blood cells. The heat brings these 
protective cells more quickly than the body can by 
itself. These blood cells serve the purpose of de- 
stroying the narmful bacteria which may have pene- 
trated the injury. Whenever a wound stays sore and 
swollen, no matter how slight 1t may seem, one should 
always have it treated by a doctor, for if it is al- 
lowed to go too long the bacteria and toxins may 
penetrate the patient's blood stream in sufficient 
numbers so that it would soon be too late for any 
treatment 

Starches and sugars should be excluded from the 
diet until recovery takes place, and any general 
treatment should be used to produce the fastest pos- 
sible elimination of poisons from the system,

HINDSIGHT AND FORESIGHT 

From the Monthly Review issued 
by the Bank of Nova Scotia: 

With the wealth of facts at its 
disposal. the world has been tempt- 
ed to the sin of presumption. Many 
persons, twelve months ago, sup- 
posed that no really serious de- 
pressions need any more be feared, 
for the simple reason that, posses- 
sing such abundant information, 
men could now foretell in advance 
such setbacks as business might en- 
counter, Forewarned is forearmed, 
they thought, and the planning in 
advance of corrective measures 
would confine within comparative- 
ly small limits such fluctuations of 
business as could not altogether be 
prevented. 

This opinion was wrong. While 
the depression in the stock market, 
following the crash of October, 1929, 
was the subject of repeated warn- 
ings by bankers and others during 
the two preceding years, the heavy 
set-back that industry has suffered 
within the past twelve months was 
not properly foreseen; nor have the 
corrective measures that were ini- 
tiated in other countries twelve 
months ago proved effective. 

It is true that these events are 
capable of explanation. But ex- 
planations of a catastrophe after it 
has occured are not unlike the pad- 
locks placed on a stable door after 
the horse has been stolen, 

What we now need is 
light upon the future We know 
that bu iness will recover. We can 
explain how recovery will probably 
be brought about. We cannot say 
when this will occur, 

The task of assembling the need- 
ed information has been done, and 
well done. The next task awaits us. 
It consists in this: to grasp the sig- 
nificance of the various factors be- 
ing measured, so that in time to 
come we can forsee the changes 
that are impending. 

In short, we must learn how to 
substitute foresight for hindsight; 
and this duty falls, not only to the 
specialists who deal technically with 
business statistics-—-though theirs’ is 
the most immediate interest—but 
on all whose executive obligations 
involve re:ponsibi'ity for the liveli- 
hood of others. We cannot confine 
ourselves, each to the problems of 
his own business. Here is a general 
question demanding study, on which 
the welfare of all of us largely de-
